The public hearings held at Antioch High 
School by Lake County oh Tuesday and Wed- 
nesday, July 20 and 21, concerning the Waste 
Management, Inc. proposal to put a new 
landfill in the village, seem to be just the- 
start of many more grueling hearings. Ad- 
ditional sessions have already beep 
scheduled for Tuesday, July 27, and Thur- 
sday, July 29. 

The first two sessions had speakers talking 
on the .side of Waste Management and 
Village Attorney Ken Clark objecting not 
only to what they were saying but to their

Over 300 people were in the high school on 
both evenings and many were picketing 
against the landfill proposal outside. of it 
preceeding the hearings. 

On Tuesday,' Richard Eldredge of 
Eldredge Engineering and J. Christopher 
Lannert, a landscape expert from Geneva, 
testified on the merits of the landfill. 
. Lannert talked again on Wednesday, as did 
two real estate appraisers. Lannert's system _ 
of values was questioned by an Antioch 
resident. 

Lane Kendig, director of the Lake County 
Dept. of Planning, Zoning and .En- 
vironmental Quality questioned the validity, 
of Robert Schroeder's appraisal. The county 
had previously questioned his approach 
. saying that the sample he presented was too u 
small, making the possibility of error very 
strong. Kendig's remarks^ were greeted by 
audience applause. 

Another applause getter wasaState Sen. 
Adeline-Geo-Karis (R-Zion) wheVsjie saioV 
that she could not believe that the landfill 
would have no negative impact on the area. 

Schroeder's statements that the property 
values in Little'Silver Lake had appreciated 
faster than those in Oakwood Knolls and that 
the values of the homes backed-up to the 
prop'osed landfill would go Up again in three 
or, four months, brought objections and * 
snickers from the audience.

So the flood of two-wheeled, vehicles, that 
the nice weather has brought to the highways 
has set "my tith on idge," as Ricky Ricardo 
usedtosaytoLucey. 

Now I know that cycling has long been con- 
sidered a good-healthy way to commune with * 
nature while getting much needed exercise. 
But lately', I've had a few experiences with . 
two-wheeled vehicles that could prove in- 
jurious to a person's health, namely mine. 

r tell you, the sight of a weaving two- 
wheeler has become "heart attacks-ville".as 
"far as I' m concerned. 

Certainly cyclists have as .much right to 
use the roads as motorists do, but the cyclists . 
I"ve come across don't seem to respect the 
fact that the roads they are using are 
traveled by automobiles too and in a vehicle 
to vehicle confrontation, 3,000 pounds of steel ^ 
has a slight edge. 

'. The other day, as I was driving on a par- 
ticularly busy highway, a glance in my rear- 
view mirror told me that a motorcycle com- 
^plete.with female passenger was riding my 
back bumper. ft 

... As I approachedan intersection, the cycle 
passed me on the right and .crossed directly 
in front of me to get into the left turn- only 
lane. 

The fact that my brakes were in good 
working order accounted for the avoidance' 
of a horrible accident which most likely 
would have resulted in the cycle and its oc- 



cupants being imbedded in the grill of my 
car. ! ' : 

The cyclist could have just as easily gotten 
■into the turn-lane from his position behind 
me and there was absolutely no purpose to 
his dangerous tricky maneuver. 

When I left the highway and took to the side 
roads I thought my nerves would get a rest 
but no sooner had I done so when I came 
across four people oh bicycles directly ahead 
of me, two on each side of the road.

It was a good thing 
that the uncertain weaving *bf their bikes 
caused me to slow to a crawl because the two 
bikers that were riding against the, traffic 
decided to~jointheir friends on the other side

Without checking oncoming traffic, they 
curved across the road and narrowly missed 
becoming my new hood ornaments.

Since bikers are expected to obey the rules 
of the road as we are, I think the same legal 
requirements should be made of them.
